The main Driit and Scope of thefe ram pil- 
lets were to Defame and Difgrace the 
Englifh Prelates, Scoffing at them for their - 
Garb, Gefture, Apparel, Vanities of their 
Youth, Natural Defedts, and perfonal Infirmi- 
ties. It is ftrange how fecretly they were print-
